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i. Historical background. 
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a, The 23 Brigade was stationed along the coast of Hwanghae Province 
when the Korean wer broke out on 25 dune 1950, It retreated to 
Kangeye (126-36, 40-58) (BA-9837) when the North Koreans were 
forced back, and stragglers from other units vere integrated into 
the brigade, Following the advance of the "101 Trocp" (the 8 
Division) in the cirection of Seoul, the 23 Brigade was assigned 
the mission of suppressing South Korean guerrilla forces and re- 
habilitating the North Korean forces in Hwanghae Province. 


b, Of the officers in the 23 Brigade, 40 percent were from Norta 
and South Hemgyonge Provinces, 30 percent ware from North and 
South Pyongan Provinces, 20 percent were from Hwanghae Province, 
and 10 percent were volumteers from South Korea. 


e. Most of the officers are settled in their ideas, However, about 
20 percent of the officers joined the army after the outkreak of 
the Korean War, Immediately from school, and are not. yet completely 
pro-Commnist. Except for the enthusiastic Commmists from South 
Korea, who volunteered for service with the North Ker ean army, most 
of the men below the rank of officer are potential deserters.
